NEW DELHI, Nov. 21 (AP) 
Prime Minister Nehru appealed 
today to all countries—including 
Communist Chinato accept In- 
dian proposals for settling the 
Korean war prisoners dispute as 
a step which “might well lead to 
lightening the tremendous bur 
den that is oppressing humanity.” 

In a statement to the Indian

The United Church of Canada in 
a brief before the B.C. liquor in- 
quiry board said Thursday the 
government should hold liquor 
sales to a minimum by limiting 
the number of licenses issued. 

The government is not bound 
to act on the June 12 liquor-by- 
the glass plebiscite, which was 
“the largely uninformed expres- 
sion of public opinion,” the brief 
said. 

The church opposed granting 
of retail liquor licenses to res- 
taurants, cafes, dining rooms or 
public eating places of any de- 
scription, on the principle that 
presence of minors in such places 
would tend to promote delin- 
quency. 

Other briefs included one by a 
private citizen which suggested 
that drinking be licensed in the 
same way as car driving.

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Short Of 
The Lisbon Goal 


BY JOSEPH ALSOP, from Paris 


EVEN the White House pressures will 
hardly make President-elect Eisen- 
hnower forget his own greatest postwar 
achievement, More than any other man, 
he laid the foundatiohs of the defense 
of the West in Europe. Consequently, 
one suspects he. will . 
be rather specially and 
personally interested in 
the completion of . the 
structure that he start- 
ed. 

How this structure ‘is 
to be completed—per- 
haps whether it is te 
be completed is the 
question involved in a. 
planning and policy 
crisis" that now looms 
ahead. The. crisis. will officially begin 
on December 15, when the leaders of the 


_N.A-T.O,.nations will, meet. in,. Paris..to- 


agreé on next year’s defense plans. But’ 
the outlines of the crisis are plain! 

Last February, at Lisbon, the partner 
nations at N.A.T.O. at length adopted a 
clearly defined program for Western 
European defense. This program did two 
things. It established a rising scale of” 
national defense contributions for the 
years 1952, 1953 and 1954. And it set an 
eventual goal for the Western European 
defense forces. By the end of 1954, it 
was agreed, the N.A.T.O. Supreme Com- 
mander should have at his disposal 98 
ready and reserve divisions and 10,000 
front-line and home defense aircraft 

During 1952, national contributions 
have been made approximately as sched- 
uled at Lisbon. By the end of the year, 
Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway will have 25 
divisions in position and 25 on call, with 
airplanes in proportion. Some of the 
ready divisions are seriously under 
strength. Some of those on call are 
pretty slender cadres. Overall, the 1952 
goal will be about 90 per cent realized 

Now, however, Britain, France and 
the other N.A.T.O, partners on this side 
of the Atlantic are finding it increasingly 
difficult to sustain the strains of rearm- 
amen. This difficulty, in turn, is about 
to show up in thé defense increments 
that these nations will offer N.A.T.O. for 
1953. 


ONLY TWO DIVISIONS 

Under the Lisbon program, for in 
stance, the French contribution for 1953 
was to be three additional divisions, plus 
around 45,000 men to fill up existing 
divisional cadres, plus rather more than 
300 additional aircraft. 

But the French today only intend 
to transfer to Gen. Ridgway’s command 
two existing French divisions now in 
North Africa. By the same token, the 
British ground force increment for 1953 
will be at least 40 per cent under the 
level projected at Lisbon, and the air 
increment will be about 50 per cent short 

In practical terms, these developments 
have a simple meaning. Even if the 
French Chamber of Deputies does not 
block the creation of German divisions 
to assist in Western Europe's defense, 
the original Lisbon plan for 98 divisions 
and 10,000 aircraft cannot bé realized 

Plainly, this will be a very serious 
overall shortfall, especially when you 
consider that the pre-Lisbon plan for a 
minimum European defense, approved 
by Dwight D. Eisenhower himself as N.A. 
T.O.’s supreme commander, called for 
no less than 120 divisions. Gen. Ridgway 
and his brilliant chief of staff, Gen. 
Gruenther, are going to oppose any re- 
duction of the original Lisbon goals with 
all the weight of their authority. Any 
reduction of the planned build-up on the 
continent of Europe will produce bitter 
protests from the French and still more 
violent objections from the Germans. 
There is going to be trouble all around 

The practical fact remains that the 
French, British and other European 
budgets will not stand for the rate of 
rearmament decided on at Lisbon. The 
prudent military requirements and the 
practical economic possibilities are. in 
direct conflict. Such are the broad out 
lines of another of the gigantic problems 
that President-elect Eisenhower is going 
to find on the White House doorstep.

Cc. D. Orchard of the British Co- 
lumbia forestry service says his 
province is facing “increasing 
and changing demands on our 
natural resources.” 


In a paper presented Thursday 
before the Canadian Institute of 
Forestry and the Society of 
American Foresters, meeting 
jointly, Mr. Orchard said people 
“are no longer satisfied with 
trees to meet their industrial 
needs.”

Today people 
ave learned. about . recreation 
and they demand trees and. for- 
tsts for reexeatiqna} use.” 

“Mr. Orchard told of “hiige 
ambdunts spent in the United 
States on vacation and holiday 


travel and the attractions of na- 
tional and state parks: as recre 
ation areas 

“British Columbia is interested 
in this rich new market for its 
forests and recreational re 
sources, Our first provincial park 
was set aside in 1911 and during 
the ensuing 40 years the provin- 
cial park system has growr to 
62 areas comprising more than 
9,000,000 acres. Additional recre- 
ational opportunities exist in 36, 
000,000 acres of provincial for 
ests.”

WHY GROW OLD?

Here’s How to Take 
Accurate Measurements 


Q.—“I do not know just where 
to measure myself in order 
find out how my figure is. Where 
should I measure for hips and so 
forth?” 

A.—The bust measurement is 
taken around the largest part of 
the bust.

To answer the last question 
first, it is true that fibroids tend 
to shrink during the menopause; 
but it is also true that the symp- 
toms can be so severe that it is 
not wise to wait until nature 
brings this relief 

Fibroid tumors of the uterus 
are extremely common in women 
past the age of 35, and it is said 
that one woman in- five has one 
or more fibroid tumors by the 
time she reaches this age 

Fibroids are tumors made up 
of muscle and other tissues which 
grow in the walls of the womb. 
What produces fibroids is not 
exactly known, and as yet. there 
is no way to prevent them. On 
the other hand, if the age of the 
patient, the size of the tumors, 
and the trouble they are causing 
warrant it, there is a cure in 
surgery.

Telephone Building Plans Now Complete 
in $2,000,000 Automatic Program 
for Albion, Belmont and Colquitz 


Here is an artief's conception of how the new Albion, Belmont 
and Colquitz telephone exchange butidings will look when com pleted. 
All three will be similar in appearance, differing slightly in size 
only. Total cost of the new structures which will house aulomatic 
equipment to replace the existing manual systems will be in the 


neighborhood of $150,000. 


The B.C. 


Telephone Company has completed its 
plans for three attractive, modern new exchange 
buildings to house the automatic telephone equipment 
which will replace the existing Albion, Belmont and 


Colquitz manual systems. 


Tenders are being called for now, and work on these 
new buildings, which will account for approximately 
$150,000 of a big $2,000,000 program, will begin early 


Belmont, Colquitz and Victoria will be eliminated. 
It will then be possible to call anywhere within the 
Greater Victoria area simply by dialing the desired 


number, with an average speed of nine seconds on 


such a call. 


Meantime, work is well under way on a $500,000 
addition to Victoria's automatic telephone facilities.
